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INTERVIEW SUMMARY 
DENIED FOR KAISER 


German Government Organ De- 
nounces World’s Version of 
Hale’s Suppressed Article. 


‘INSUPPORTABLE INVENTION’ 


“Hale Incident” Now Regarded 48 
Closed Uniess Some Firebrand 
Brings It Up in Reichstag.

BERLIN, Nov. 23.—As a consequence 
of the universal demand for denial of 
the wholly incredible statements at- 
tributed to the Kaiser in The New York 
World's version of his suppressed in- 
terview, The North German Gazette, 
the official organ of the imperial Gov- 


ernment, leads its columns to-night 


with the following statement: 


“According to New York dis- 
patches, The World publishes an 
account ‘of the utterances which his 
Majesty the Kaiser is said to have 
made on the occasion of an audience 
granted to the American journalist, 
William Bayard Hale. We are em- 
powered to describe The World’s 
account as an insupportable inven- 
tion (haltlose Erfindung) from start 
to finish.” ; 

It will be noted that this communique, 
to which is given additional weight 
by simultaneous publication in the Im- 
perial Gazette, makes no reference to 
the synopsis of the interview published 
in Hearst’s American, but this appar- 
ent omission is due, I am enabled to 
state, to the fact that The World’s ef- 
fusion is deemed in Berlin official quar- 
ters not only to cover the same tissue 
of misstatements printed in The Amer- 
ican, but to have gone them several 
better. 

The Government’s official denial had 
been pretty well discounted in advance 
by the chorus of doubts expressed from 
one end the country to the other as 
soon as the text of The World’s “ fac- 
simile” was published. These doubts 
were based not only upon the ob- 
vious unlikelihood of even the im- 
pulsive William having gone to such 
extremes, but also upon the categorical 
denials of both The American’s and 
The World’s publications which were 
given out by Mr. Hale. The Foreign 
Office was first inclined, indeed, to let 
Mr. Hale’s positive disavowals suffice. 
The country, however, was gradually 
lashing itself into a fresh fury, and with 
a view to choking off another heated 
debate in the Reichstag, the Govern- 
ment determined that the wisest course 
was to take the bull by the horns and 
brand the New York publications by 
their proper name without further ado. 

Unless some ultra-radical or Social- 
ist Deputy drags the affair into the 
discussion later in the week, during the 
debate over the Biilow visit to the Kal- 
ser, the ‘“‘ Hale incident’’ may be re- 
garded as closed. Two facts remain to 
be emphasized: 

First—and I state this on the highest 
official authority—the German Govern- 
ment holds Mr. Hale absolutely blame- 
less for the conduct of the new York 
yellow rivals and considers his course 
throughout honorable, dignified, and 
straightforward. 

Second, the action of The American 
and The World has dealt American 
journalism a blow the effects of which 
are not likely soon to disappear. Even 
the conduct of TH Times and of. Mr. 
Hale ever since the outbreak of the in- 
cident—conduct which has won the 
highest praise in all quarters of the 
Fatherland—will fail to arrest the now 
widespread conviction that American 
newspapers’ predominant characteris- 
tic is unscrupulousness. 

Simplicissimus, the famous comic 
weekly, introduces a welcome note of 
humor into the controversy by a car- 
toon of Mr. Hale, to whom Germania, 
in an attitude of supplication, is pray- 
ing: ‘“‘ Please, kind Mister, be tactful 
enought not to print it.” 


THE AMERICAN’S VERSION. 


How the Alleged Summary It Pub- 
lished Was Hawked About. 
Special Cable to Top NEw YORK Times. 

LONDON, Nov. 23.—After exhaustive 
inquiries I have come to the conclusion 
that Fleet Street, which Johnson used to 
perambulate, is nowadays in the main 
populated by two classes of people— 
those who have been in possession of 
an “authentic” synopsis of William 
Bayard Hale’s historic interview with 
the Kaiser and those who, not having 
enjoyed the privilege of such possession, 
could have written the interview them- 
selves without ever having walked the 
deck of the Hohenzollern with his im- 
perial Majesty. But there was one man 
about Fleet Street even more ingenious 
than these latter. His name has been 
given to me, but for various reasons 
I withhold ‘it. 

To one newspaper office after another 
went this man, with a statement which 
occasionally varied in slight details, but 
which in the main was that he had been 
erablied through acquaintance with one 
of the employes of the Century to read 
proofs of the article prepared by Mr. 
Hale for that magazine. He was not 
able to retain possession of the préofs, 
but had read them through, not once 
only, but twice, and was able to give, 
thanks to his excellent memory, a sum- 
mary of the most sensational remarks 


the Kaiser had made to Mr. Hale. This! 
summary he showed to the editor of The | 


Daily Mail, and also took it to The 
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Times, both of which papers declined to 
have anything to do with it, as it was 
unauthorized. 

The Daily Chronicle was likewise ap- 
proached, but would not bite. 

Finally an excellent bargain was 
made with two publications, The Daily 
Morning Post and The Monthly Nation- 
al Review, and a tentative arrangement 
was made for simultaneous publication 
of this “authentic” synopsis at the 
cleze of the current month. For some 
reason or other, there occurred a hitch 
in this arrangement, with the result 
that after being hawked about not only 
in London newspaper offices but also 
in Parisian bureaus de rédaction, a 
typewritten copy of the alleged sum- 
mary of the Century article became the 
property of the London correspondent 
of Hearst’s American, 

I am not in a position to deny the 
vendor's claims to have seen the proofs 
of the Century article, but would draw 
attention to his assertion that he had 
read them twice over and that the 
synopsis from memory ran to some 500 
words. A .romantic story has been 
printed here to the effect that The 
American’s London correspondent sailed 
on the Lusitania with fourteen long 
proof slips, equivalent to 10,000 words, 
in his pocket, and that immediately 
on his arrival in New York the copy 
was put into type and The American’s 
presses started whirring. 

It is also stated by the same author- 
ity that W. T. Stead and J. L. Maxse 
were going to publish the full text of 
the Hale article, composed from those 
seven proof slips. Mr. Stead has never 
seen any such slips. He had given an 
interview for The American on what he 
was informed was the gist.of Mr. Hale’s 
interview, and, of course, to Mr. Stead 
there was nothing in that interview of 
which he was not cognizant. 

From a conversation I had with Mr. 
Maxse I am inclined to believe that 
this gentleman thought less of the al- 
leged synopsis when he heard of its be- 
ing published in New York than he had 
done when he was preparing to pickle 
the Kaiser with it in the pages of his 
own National Review. 


NO PROOFS SENT TO ENGLAND. 


President Scott of Century Company 
Also Says No Employe Went There. 
When the London dispatch concerning 

the Hale interview with the Kaiser was 

read to him last night Frank H. Scott, 

President of the Century Company, dic- 

tated the following statemént: 

“The Century has no employes in Eng- 
land through whom the alleged leak 
could have been passed to the Fleet 
Street stair climber. The English edi- 
tion of The Century is printed entirely in 
America, and the completed sheets are 
shipped to the English publishers, Messrs. 
Macmillan & Co. of London. 

**No topies of the magazine contain 


the Hale interview with the Kaiser were 
shipped to England at all, and no proofs 
of the article in any form were sent by 
us to England. The articles published in 
The American and The World are in no 
sense synopses or descriptions of the 
Hale interview with the Kaiser.” 


KAISER DIDN’T SIGN PLEDGE. 


Report That Von Buelow Wanted 
Written Assurance of Self-Restraint. 


BERLIN, Nov. 24.—The Kreuz Zeitung 
says that Chancellor von Biilow took 
with him to Potsdam ‘ast Tug@day, on 
the occasion of his interview with the 
Emperor, a document for the Emperor 
to sign, which has not yet seen the light. 

The Tageblatt has ascertained in Par- 
liamentary circles that this was a pledge 
to impose self-restraint upon himself in 
talking with strangers, especially jour- 
nalists, but apparently the Emperor failed 
to affix his signature. 

The paper says the Chancellor had 
shown the document to several of the 
Ministers and Conservative members of 
the Reichstag, including President Stol- 
berg- Wernigerode. 

During the further discussion of the fi- 
nance bills in the Reichstag to-day, Herr 
von Payer, Radical, sald that the whole 
country still thrilled with excitement over 
the subject recently debated in the 
House. 

“Everybody sees,’’ he said, ‘“‘that we 
are only at the beginning of the struggle 
for constitutional guarantees. Everybody 
sees, too, that the position occupied by 
the Reichstag is exceptionally strong, for 
it possesses for the settlement of this 
question something that it never pos- 
sessed before, namely, power.” 

Herr von Payer declared that the Radi- 
cals would co-operate in passing the 
finance reform measures, but that this 
must not be construed as meaning the 
abandonment of their liberal constitu- 
tional demands, He urged rigid economy 
in all the departments of administration 
and expressed the conviction that enorm- 
ous sums could be saved in the army 
and navy. 


PERSONAL POLITICS SCORED. 


President of Pan-German Union Says 
Germany Has Been Retrograding. 


LEIPSIC, Nov. 23.—A_ strong = stand 
against “ personal politics’’ was taken 
here to-day in the course of an jextra- 
ordinary session of the Imperial Pan-Ger- 
man Union, which is composed of mem- 
bers of most of the political parties of the 
empire, President Heinrich Glass, in his 
opening address, said: ° 

“The public life of Germany exhibits 
everywhere lack of courage and sincerity 
and self-consciousness, The German na- 
tion has been leading a life of self-decep- 
tion. It imagined it was making progress, 
where in reality it was retrograding. Hap. 
pity for both the people and the Emperor, 
this false life recently was disturbed. The 
personal intervention of the Emperor has 
not been confined to foreign politics; it 
has brought about also serious internal 
prejudices. The wealthy are privileged, 
flatterers are promoted, and the weak 
and the cowardly are indulged. 

“We set this forth as loyal patriots, and 
we declare that in spite of denials a sys- 
tem of favoritism has been developed. If 
the nation declares itself satisfied with 
the imperial words, as the Conservative 
parties demand, it will be a sorry service 
for Germany. The best friends of the em- 
pire should insist that the veil of decep- 
tion between the Emperor and the people 
that recently was torn asunder be not 
again drawn; truth must occupy its proper

TART PLANS FIGHT 
ON SPEAKER CANNON 


Progressives Will Try to Prevent 
His Re-election and Rout the 
System He Represents. 


NOT TARIFF BATTLE ALONE 


But Hastened to Action by Letters De- 
claring Payne’s Investigation Lacks 
Sincerity—Sherman for Cannon. |

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Authentic in- 
formation received in Washington to-day 
from Hot Springs, Va., makes it prac- 
tically certain that President-elect Taft 
has made up his mind to have It out with 


Speaker Cannon right at the outset of’ 


the new Administration, which means that 
the biggest fight the Republican Party 
has seen for years is impending. By force 
of circumstances the fight will be over the 
election of the Speaker of the next House, 
which will meet in special session under 
the call of Mr. Taft soon ‘after the in- 
auguration of the new President. 

On the surface it will be a fight be- 
tween Taft and Cannon, but in fact it 
will be a fight between the progressive, or 
radical, Republicans and the conserva- 
tives, or reactionaries. It is not against 
Cannon merely that Mr. Taft will array 
the power of his Administration, but 
against the entire system which the 
Speaker represents, and of which he is 
the head in the House of Representatives. 

Nor is it merely a fight for an honest 
revision of the tariff. Its purpose em- 
braces all the whole line of progressive 
policies for which Mr. Taft stands. The 
fact is that he stands for one tendency 
in Government and legislation and Mr. 
Cannon stands for another. The two are 
radically opposed to each other, and Mr. 
Taft means to have it settled right at 
the start, if it is possible for him to do 
80, which line shall be followed during 
his Administration. To do that he is 
willing to join issues with the Speaker 
now and put it to the crucial test of the 
Speakership election, 


Actually.Stirring Up the Row. 


This is a brand-new Taft. His friends 
here have known for years that Mr. Taft 
is @ great fighter when once he becomes 
tnvolved in a contest. They know of some 
hard struggles which he has conducte 
But they have never before seen him « 
gaged in any great contest on his own L 
half. Now he {s not only willing to be- 
come engaged, he is actually stirring up 
the row and preparing to lead it in per- 
son. 

And it is solely in the interest of his own 
Administration that he is inviting the bat- 
tle. Moreover, it is primarily in behalf of 
the one policy he has advocated which 
more than any other can be said to be 
entirely his own, as distinguished from 
the ‘‘ Roosevelt policies’’ which he so 
often during the campaign pledged him- 
self to carry out. Tariff revision of the 
sort advocated by Mr. Taft was not in 
the Roosevelt quiver. Mr. Taft has gone 
well beyond the point where Roosevelt 
would have stopped on that line, as even 
the President would admit. 

This question alone, however, might not 
have induced Mr. Taft to undertake so 
serious a proposition as a fight with Mr. 
Cannon. If that had been the only point 
at issue between them some compromise 
might have been arranged. 

Speaker Cannon has shown himself 
able, at other times, to bow to the in- 
evituble more or less gracefully, and if he 
found submission on the tariff the only 
thing necessary to avoid an open rupture 
with the official head of his party he 
would no doubt find the way to yield with 
every appearance of grace now. But sub- 
mission on the tariff will not begin to 
satisfy Mr. Taft. There is a long list of 
matters on which the two men differ 
widely. 

“How will the Speaker be able to sat- 
isfy Mr. Taft?’’ asked one of the strong 
adherents of the President-elect this even- 
ing. ‘‘ What lis@ of promises can he make 
that would cover all the Serge of 
the next Administration? It is not Merely 
on the matters which are at issue now 
that Mr. Taft and the Speaker are op- 
posed to each other. From everything 


that is known of each it is easy to see! 
that the same opposition would arise on | 


every thing that comes up. No list of 
specific pledges could be made that would 
offer a satisfactory guarantee to Mr. Taft. 





Moreover, it is not merely Mr. Cannon 
alone who represents this opposition, it ts 
the entire system that he stands for.” 


Fortunate Time for Conflict. 


Thus it seems that a new irrepressible 
conflict has begun in earnest, a conflict 
which has been threatening every session 
of Congress for the last four years, but 
which Mr. Roosevelt has never been able 
to make up his mind to undertake. Mr. 
Taft has a fortunate time in which to 
begin it, right at the outset of his ad- 
ministration. It is predicted by politicians 


in Washington to-night that victory will 
render him even more popular throughouf 
the United States than Mr. Roosevelt has 
been. 

For it is recognized that everywhere in 
the country Cannon is most unpopular, 
and the American tendency to idolize the 
fighter for what the country wants, 
especially when he is successful, will have 
ample opportunity to manifest itself in 
this case. 

The Cannon men realize already what 
the fight may mean to them. They are 
talking confidently, but it is observable 
from the actions of some of them that a 
good part, at least, of the talk is in the 
nature of loud whistling in the dark 
woods. Ever since the_ election, the 
friends of the Speaker, including Vice 
President-elect Sherman, have been 
hustling among the Republicans of the 
next House for pledges to support Can- 
non for the Speakership. An illustration 
of their activity is found in the way they 
worked with the New Jersey delegation. 
Within two hours after the announcement 
by Representative Fowler that he would 
be a candidate for the Speakership, every 
other Republican in the New Jersey dele- 
gation had been pledged to Cannon, 

Over two weeks ago it was reported to 
the Cannon managers that enough votes 
had been pledged to him to insure his re- 
election. ut it is evident not only that 
the Cannon men do not trust to their 

ledges, but that they have reason not to. 
That they do not trust them is apparent 
from the fact that right now Congress- 
man James R. Mann of Chicago, one of 
the stanch adherents of the Speaker, is 
sending out letters to Republican mem- 
bers of the next House urging them to 
support Cannon for -re-election. 


Pick Burton as Taft Candidate. 


And that there is ample reason for dis- 
trusting the pledges already given is 
found in the great number of letters from 
Republican members of the next House 
daily received by Mr. Taft asking his 
opinion in the matter. Letters also have 
been received in numbers by Mr. Burton, 
who is popularly picked as the Taft can- 
didate in opposition to the Speaker. The 


writers want to know from Mr. Burton 
where he stands, and whether he is likely 
to make the race against Cannon or not. 

Mr. Burton, however, is not talking

In answer to a letter published tn THE 
Times yesterday commenting on Lord 
Northeliffe’s recent remarks about foot- 
ball as played in this country and sug- 
gesting that Lord Northcliffe should use 
his influence to bring British and Amer- 
ican football players together in inter- 
national football, Lord Northcliffe said 
yesterday: 

“Tf a number of young men cannot get 
together in such @ harmless occupation 
as running round a*track without quar- 
reling, Heaven help international good 
feeling if there Is to be introduced such a 
naturally quarrelsome game as Rugby 
football. I have no desire to enter into 
any controversy about international sports, 
but I had my doubts when my friend Mr, 
Stead called the Olymplc games the 
‘Peace Congress of Sport.” 

“T have no doubt that tn their way 
athletic sports and games do good. But 
Kipling rarely wrote a truer thing than 
his condemnation of the overdoing of field 
sports, 

“‘T am frankly and emphatically against 
international games with their inevitable 
misunderstandings, Judged by your news- 
papers and ours it is hard enough to keep 
rival home teams from quarreling on the 
football ground. Let the footballers quar- 
rel among themselves if they will, but I 
suggest that they confine thelr quarreling 
to their respective countries and leave 
those of us who are wishing for good in- 





ternational relations to carry on our 
work unimpaired. 

“*I do not speak without authority, for 
I happen to have been the Captain of the 
teams playing both kinds of English foot- 
ball, Rugby and association. 

*‘ Athletics are thoroughly overdone both 
here and in Europe.”

OSSINING, N. Y., Nov. 23.—While the 
citizens and authorities of Ossining and 
vicinity have frequently been wrought up 
over the question of automobile speeding, 
which has long been prevalent in this 
section, nothing has ever known 
approaching the storm of indignation 
aroused by the running down and killing 
late Saturday night of William Kramer 
and William Arthur Purdy, which oec- 
curred near the entrance to William 
Rockefeller’s Sleepy Hollow estate. It {s| 
freely characterized as the cruelest and 
most cold-blooded affair of the kind that 
ever happened in this part of the State. 

Kramer and Purdy were on their way 
to the home of Mrs. Christopher Kramer, 
the former's mother, in Pleasantville, 
about a mile north the Rockefeller | 
estate. One of the men, probably Purdy, 
is known to have been alive at midnight, 
for Stephen Haben and Antonio Tomasso,

The men who were killed, both laborers, 
were alive and well at 10 o'clock Satur- | 
day night, for at that hour they bought a|

The 
whisky bottle had not been opened when 
the bodies were found. 

The condition of the men’s bodies when 
found indicated that they had been run 
over by many machines. The machine 
that struck the men first had evidently 
been going north, as glass from broken | 
lanterns and the wind shield was scattered 
ahead all over the road, for thirty yards 
in the direction of Ossining. 

Only one man has been found to admit 
that his car passed over any obstruction 
near the place where the men were 
killed. This man is Edward Brewer’ n of 
Ossining, who passed the spot a lit be- 
fore midnight on his way from New York 
to this place. Brewerton says that he 
struck some obstruction and thought it 
was either a log or a dead dog, and for 
that reason he did not stop. The dark- 
ness of the route was another factor that 
made him keep going, as he thought per- 
haps that a log had been placed across 
the road by highwaymen to wreck cars 
for robbery.

! MILITARY FORCE LACKING 


 saageiaaatate of Attempt to Defend 
Her Shores Likely to Cause Loss 
of Supremacy at Sea. 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—Speaking in the 
House of Lords to-night, Field Marshal 
| Lord Roberts expressed the conviction 
| that the lack of a military force sufficient 
lto make hopeless the attempt of an in- 
|yvasion would, in all probability, be the 
leause of the loss of Great Britain’s su- 
|premacy at sea, In a studied speech he 
| pointed out the comparative ease with 
| which Germany could land an army on 
{the shores of England. Under the pres- 


| ent conditions England would be forced, 


| he said, to submit to most humiliating de- 


| mands. 
| He disclaimed all hostility to or fear of 


‘Germany, but he declared that the de- 
ifense of the islands required immediate 
attention. There should be an army so 
strong in numbers and efficient in quality 
that the most formidable of foreign na- 


tions would hesitate to make a landing 
in England. 

He had ascertained, he continued, that 
vessels capable of accommodating 200,000 
men were always available in the north- 
ern ports of Germany, and that as a re- 
sult of the new German service law 200,- 
000 men could be collected in the districts 
of the nearest port without any trouble. 
The great Germany steamship lines were 
in constant practice in embarking and 
disembarking, and as the railroads were 
owned by the State, all preliminaries, up 
to the actual dispatch of troops, could be 
carried out with the utmost secrecy. Ger- 
many was perfectly aware, the Field 
Marshal went on, that it would be essen- 
tial for her transports to evade the Brit- 
ish fleet, and she could easily distract 
attention by small raids while the main 
disembarkation was proceeding undis- 
turbed. , 


Danger Becoming More Threatening. 


“It would be folly,’’ declared Lord Rob- | 


erts, ‘‘to shut our eyes to these possibil- 
ities, however much peace is desired. The 
startling events in the Near East have 


brought home to the most careless ob- 
server that nothing could save that coun- 
try which is not prepared to _ protect 
itself. If Great Britain continues to neg- 
lect the most ordinary precautions, she- 
may some day find herself in the hands 
of the invader and forced to submit to 
the most humiliating conditions, 

“This danger is daily becoming more 
threatening. Within a decade Germgny 
has created the greatest sea power that 


ever existed, except Great Britain’s, and | 


at the present moment it is formidable. 
Measures are being taken to increase that 
power. It is calculated that there are 
80,000. Germans in employment in Great 
Britain. 
a German force once landed on 
shores they would be ready to help.” 
Lord Roberts contended that it was not

absolutely essential for a nation to com- | 


mand the sea in order to carry out an in- 
vasion. A temporary local command 
would suffice, and this was perfectly un- 
derstood in Germany. The main tempta- 
tion to the invasion of Great Britain was 
the want of a home army, which ought to 
consist of 1,000,000 men.

row sea were 60,000,000 Germans, who by |

It was Great Britain's business, contin-

The navy under present conditions was 
fettered in home waters, and without mil- 
itary force sufficient to render an inva- 
sion hopeless.

RAID ON BELGRADE FEARED. 


Treasure and Archives Moved to Nish 
—Government May Follow. 


BELGRADE, Servia, Nov. 28.—Seven- 
teen carloads of coin and the archives of 
the National Bank were to-day removed 
from this city to the fort at Nish. This 
step was taken because the Government 
fears that Austria will make a raid on 
Belgrade, the capital.

'WIRELESS PROBLEM SOLVED. 


Italian Scientists Say They Have De- 
vice for Independent Communication. 
PARIS, Nov. 23.—Bellini and Tosi, two 

{Italian scientists, who, with the sanction | 
of the French Government, have been 


conducting experiments in wireless teleg- 
raphy for eighteen months on the coast, 
of Normandy, announce that they have | 
solved the problem of independent wire- 
less communication. 

This result, they say, has been secured 
by means of two rectangular aerials 
fixed at right angles and so attached to 
the apparatus for reception and trans- 
mission as to permit the passage-.of un- 
equal currents. By a simple law of me-' 
chanics these two electro-magnetic forces 
unite and produce an electro-magnetic | 
field, and the Hertzian waves are pro- 
| jected in a single vertical plane, which 
can be alternated instantly by means of- 
the Bobine device. % 

The inventors say that they have picked 
;up messages at will from every English | 
wireless station and from ships at sea, 
and that they have transmitted messages 
from Courville to Havre and other points 
without the waves being perceptible at! 
|the other stations lying just off the line | 
‘of transmission, 

They claim that their system insures ab- 
solutely independent communication and 
opens up immense advantages in the use 
of wireless telegraphy. Among these are 
the determination by triangulation of the 
| exact position of a ship in distress, the 
' position and speed of a hostile squadron, 
‘and the reading of secret exchanges be- 
; tween friendly fleets and armies.

Y.M.C.A. MESSAGE IN 
ROOSEYELT'S HANDS 


President in Tennis Togs Greets 
Boy Who Runs with Tube 
to White House. 


| HONOR FOR GORDON LEECH 


Young Athlete Presented with Photo 
graph of President Bearing His 
Autograph—Run to Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. resident 
Roosevelt at 6:45 o'clock to-night received 
at the White House from the hands of 
Gordon Leech, the last boy runner in the 
relay run from New York to Washington, 
the silver tube containing a message to 
the President from Richard C. Morse of 
the International Y. M. C. A. 

Attired in red sweater, light trousers, 
and tennis shoes, having finished an ex- 
citing tennis game only half an hour be- 
fore, the President Was seated in his pri- 
vate office in the Executive offices when 
young Leech, clad in running attire, was 
ushered in by Rudolph Forster, one of 
the President’s secretaries, and John B. 
Sleman of the local Y. M. C. A. 

I believe in athletics as a means to 
an end, and See no reason why men 
should have round shoulders,”” comment- 
ed the President in accepting the message. 

When told that nearly one thousand 
speedy boys had handled the message 
Since it left New York Friday afternoon 
he manifested great interest. He char- 
acterized as particularly praiseworthy the 
record made by the 200 Baltimore and 
Washington lads. who brought the mes- 
Sage here from Baltimore, a distance of 
forty miles, within three hours and ten 
ss ; 

ne resident, after a brief conversa- 
tion with the young athlete, gave him po 
of his photographs bearing his- autograph. 
The President expressed his regret that 
he could not give one of his photographs 
to each of the boys who took part in the 
run. Secretary Forster said that the con- 
tents of the message will be made public 
to-morrow, when it is probable the Presi- 
dent’s feply will also be given out. ; 

The run from Baltimore to Washington 
Was exciting, the fleet messengers en- 
deavoring to excel each other in swiftness. 

Between Baltimore and Hyattsville the 
message was carried by boys strung 
along the roufe a quarter of a mile apart. 
The last seven miles from Hyattsville 
was marked by the speediest runs, the 
message being handled by the lads in 100 
and 200-yard dashes. Nearly a score of 
automobiles accompanied the runners 
along the route. 

The message from Richard C. Morse of 
the International Y. M. C. A., inclosed In 
a silver tube, was started on its journey 
to the White House from New York last 
Friday afternoon, boys from the various 
New York and,New Jersey branches car- 
rying it from this city to Trenton in re- 
lays, where it was held over night. Sat- 
urday the message was started on its 
way again, and relays of youngsters car- 
ried it to Baltimore, reaching there late 
Saturday night. It was decided to com- 
plete the journey yesterday, when Balti- 
more Y. M. C. A. boys took the tube to 
Laurel, Md., where Washington youths 
took up the final relays and conveyed it te 
its destination. .

MR. CARNEGIE’S TARIFF VIEWS. 

The only thing to do with Mr. ANn- 
DREW CARNEGIE is to refute him abso- 
lutely, to show that if he ever did know 
anything about the conditions of the 
steel business he has pow >forgotten it, 
and that he is altogether in error when 
he says that “ the day is past when any 
foreign country can seriously affect our 
steel manufactures, tariff or no tariff.” 
We should say, too, that the standpat- 
ters can’t be too quick about it. Testi- 
mony as to the fron and steel schedule 
will be heard by the Committee on 
Ways and Means to-morrow, and unless 
Mr. CARNEGIE is at once discredited as 
a witness, his discussion of the subject 
in The Century Magazine article will 
make trouble. 

We are not surprised to learn that the 
old guard of protectionists at Washing- 
ton gasped when they — extracts 
from Mr. CARNEGIE’s article yesterday 
morning. A professor or an economist, 
even if fortified with all Mr. CARNEGIE£’S 
facts and arguments, would not be 
formidable. The Committee has heard 
such before. Mr. CARNEGIE is formida- 
ble. The chief men of the Tariff Com- 
mission of 1883 used to sneer at Davip 
A. WELLS as a “schoolmaster.” We do 
not remember whether Mr. ANDREW 
CARNEGIP was ever a schoolmaster, but 
he was at one time the greatest iron- 
master in this country, and when he 
epeaks upon the conditions of that in- 
dustry people will attend to him, In 
particular, they will read with deep in- 
terest what he has to say about labor 
cost in the steel business, and their 
knowledge will be enlarged by his au- 
thoritative exposure of that foundation 
of false pretense of the protectionists 
that duties are imposed to equalize labor 
cost. This passage from The Century 
article is a significant and highly valu- 
able contribution to tariff discussion: 

The writer has co-operated in mak- 
fing several reductions as stee] manvu- 
facturers became able to bear reduc- 
tions To-day they need no- protec- 
tion, unless perhaps In some new spe- 
cialties unknown to the writer, be- 
cause steel is now produced cheaper 
here ethan anywhere else, notwith- 
standing the higher wages paid per 
man. Not aton of steel is produced In 
the world at as small an outlay for 
labor as in our country. Our coke, 
coal, and iron ores are much cheaper, 
because more easily obtained and 
transported, and our output per man 
is sO much greater, owing chiefly to 
the large standardized orders obtain- 
atle only upon our continent, the spe- 
cialized rolling mills, machinery kept 
weeks upon uniform shapes without 
change of rolis, and severa] other ad- 
vantages. 

It is an old trick of the defenders of 
Dingleyism to print comparative tables 
of wages here and abroad. The wages 


here are thus shown to be higher, much | 


higher, and there you are. It has been 
repeatedly pointed out that it is not the 
wage rate per man, but the wage cost 
per unit of produe¢t, that should be 


‘taken as the basis of a just equaliza- 


tion if equalization be necessary. Ways 
and Means Committees have paid no 
more attention to that exposition than 
to the idle wind. To Mr. CARNEGIE they 
must pay attention, because he speaks 
with full knowledge, and he gives away 
the game. “ Not a ton of steel is pro- 
duced in the world at as small an out- 
lay for labor as in our country,” he 
says. That statement explodes with the 
force of dynamite under the very cor- 
nerstone of the protectionist edifice. Not 
only that, but coal and iron ores are 
cheaper here, and because of what Mr. 
CARNEGIE calls the standardization of 
our mills, the enormous output making 
it possible to keep the machinery at 
work upon uniform shapes for weeks 
without change of rolls, a further re- 
duction of producing cost is effected. 
Other witnesses and the testimony of 
the trade corroborate Mr. CARNEGIB. 
Mr. ScHwasB testified before the Indus- 


trial Commission that steel rails could | 


be manufactured at $16 a ton at a 
profit. American rails have been sold 
abroad for $20 a ton. In the United 
States the price is rigidly maintained 
at $28 a ton. Manifestly here is a duty 
that must come down or come off in 
any honest revision of the tariff. 

Mr. CARNEGIE takes a side glance at 
other industries. ‘“‘The thread combi- 
nation needs careful scrutiny,” he re- 
marks, and the duty upon illuminating 
oil from countries that tax American 
oils is indicated as another subject of 
inquiry. 

Men wonder why Mr. Carnear, 
whose fortune was made in the steel 
business, from which he some years ago 
retired, should now from his secure po- 
sition “assail"’ that industry, as they 
call it, and seek to destroy the shelter 
under which it was built up. No view 
of his utterance could be more errone- 
ous. It is not as an assailant, as an 


@memy of steel manufacturing or of any 
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other manufacturing business that Mr. 
CARNEGIE takes the field, but as a 
promoter of their growth and develop- 
ment, as one pointing the way by which 
they may attain to unconquerable su- 
premacy in the markets of the world. 
The home market in which they are al- 
ready supreme is, as he points out, 
“one of the chief elements of their con- 
quering power.” In that market they 
are secure, but their capacity will far 
exceed its demand. The words of Mr. 
McKINLEY in the last speech he ever 


uttered, pointing out the necessity of | 


entering the foreign markets, have not 
lost their force. 

The day of exclusion -has indeed 
passed, for it needs no argument td 
prove that if we would sell abroad we 
must buy abroad, We cannot go on 
forever taking payment in gold for our 
exports, We thereby limit the purchas- 
ing power of foreign nations to their 
disposable surplus of money metal. Be- 
sides, with our own already superabun- 
dant stock of-money gold is the least 
profitable commodity we can import. 
When we are willing to take from for- 
eigners free of duty what we need more 
than we need their gold, commodities 
that by processes of manufacturing, 
giving employment to American labor, 
will take on new value, we shall have 
then entered,upon the wiser path in in- 
ternational trade relations.

GERMANY’S HOUSEKEEPING. 


“Stop borrowing for current expendi- 
tures,” That is the policy which the 
German Finance Minister is now trying 
to persuade the Reichstag to adopt. It 
is high time. There is not a first-class 
power in the world that has pursued 
the opposite policy so persistently and 
vith such striking results, with the ex- 
ception of Russia, and Russia has less 
means and more pressing needs to ex- 
plain her course. Germany-has run up 
an enormous debt during a \period of 
extraordinary prosperity and unbroken 
peace, simply because her Government 
| bas neglected to lay taxes to meet 
| every-day requirements. 

The Finance Minister, Herr Syrnpow

Then only it will 
be possible also to reorganize the credit 
of the Empire so as to obtain funds for 
productive works or for enduring bene- 
fits, shared by future generations, at in-

and wealthy nation. 

The actual condition of the debt and 
of public credit Is extremely bad, and 
would hardly be believed were it not 
for the authoritative official statements 
of Minister Srpow. Thirty years ago 
the Imperial debt was nominal, only 
some $18,000,000, bearing interest at 3 
per cent. Twenty years ago it had 
risen to six times that amount, but was 
still only $110,000,000. The funded debt 
is now $1,062,500,000. In four years 
Herr Syrpow gays that it will be over 
$1,431,000,000, including the floating 
‘debt. This rapid and large growth of 
debt has necessarily had an unfortunate 
influence on the public credit. In the 
; twelve years preceding 1907, the 8 per 
‘cent. bonds of the Empire fell from! 
|99.60 to 82.75, and the 3% per cent. 
bonds from 105.80 to 98.60. The sig- 
nificance of these figures is emphasized

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that the bonds of Italy, at the same 
rate, sell for 104.50, while even the 
bonds of Turkey, at 4 per cent., sell for 
more than the 8.5 per cent. bonds of 
Germany, despite the great difference 
in wealth in the one case and the in- 
calculable diféerence in the other. And 
this condition of things, both costly 
and humiliating as it is, must inevit- 
ably go from bad to worse if the cause 
that has brought it about is not re- 
moved.

PSYCHOTHERAPY. 


Mr. Marshall Points Out Its Possible 
Danger of Weakening Character. 


Mr. Henry Rutgers Marshall, author of 
works on psychology and philosophy and 
last year President of the American 
Psychological Association, comments in 
the following letter upon the article in 
THR SuNpDay rales of Nov. 22 by Prof. 
Dickinson §. Miller, which explained the 
physical effects of the mental treatment 
of disease accordin to the methods of the 
Episcopal clergymen and physicians con- 
cerned in the Emmanuel movement: 


New York, Nov. 23, 1908. 
To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In his article published in THE TimeEs of 
Nov. 22 Prof. Dickingon S. Miller gives us 
a pecullarly lucid statement of ‘' the rela- 
tion of mind to body '* as exemplified tn 
psycho-therapeutic procedure, a statement 
which must in general be subscribed to by 
the psychologist and neurologist alike, ex- 
cept In cne particular, which, being of pro- 
found importanec, should not be allowed to 
pass without a word of dissent. 

Prof. Miller tells us that his course of 
thought brings us to a position from which 
we see ‘‘ the utter lack of foundation for the 
old fancy, not yet extinct; that suggestion 
“weakens the will,’ ’* and goes on to say 
that “‘ suggestion is not an effect of will on 
will.” 

In relation to this statement we may note 
in the first place that what we may speak 
of a8 normal suggestion is of course a mat- 
ter with which we have to deal in every 
moment of our waking! lives, very much as 
we have to deal with other influences from 
our environment. It is of the radical form 
of suggestion urged upon us by the psycho- 
therapist that Prof. Miller speaks, and to 
which I shall refer in what follows. 

In the second place we may note that 
when Prof. Miller speaks of the “ effect of 
will on will "’ his use of terms is likely to 
mislead, for he here employs language cur- 
rent in the speech of the careless man, 
which describes ‘‘will’’ as though it 
were an active entity—a sort of manikin— 
within the individual; a use of terms which 
is to be deplored. For, as Locke long since 
taught us, what we really should speak of 
are acts of will and the power of willing, 
and if we substitute these terms for those 
used by Prof. Miller his last quoted remark 
appears to be unwarranted, for it is perfect- 
ly clear that the psychotherapist’s sugges- 
tion is ap effect of one person's act of will 
upon the other’s power of willing. An indi- 
vidual’s acquiescence in the reception of 
radical forms of suggestion is an abroga- 
tion by him of his power of willing, and the 
process by which this suggestion becomes 
effective is dependent entirely upon the 
subserviency of the mind of one individual 
to the mind of another 

Now any ingluence which reduces the effi- 
ciency of eelf-determination, to use the 
terms of psychology, or which, to speak in 
physiological language, curtails control by 
the thoroughly co-ordinated mass of the 
nervous system, goes against the develop- 
ment and strengthening of character. Such 
an influence is involved with the acquisi- 
tion of the habit of allowing one’s self to be 
guided altogether by those radical forms of 
suggestion which are commonly employed by 
the psychotherapist Where suggestion is 
thus employed the individual agrees to 
allow his mental states to be determined by 
outside influences, so far as this is possible. 

But it {ts the control by the individual's 
self, so efficient in the bullding of character, 
that is broken down wherever hypnotic or 
any allied form of suggestion is employed In 
Therapeutics, That in certain cases such 
treatment is warranted and wise is as true 
as it is that in certain cases the surgeon is 
warranted in removing a diseased part of 
the organism. But in the one case, as in the 
other, the operation should not be indulged 
in carelessly, nor without facing the fact 


that as life may be saved at the expense of 
bodily mutilation, so freedom from vicious 
habit and pain and worry may be gained at 
the expense of the weakening of personality. 
Worry, for instance, which is based on real 
conditions may be cast off, but with this 
is too likely to come the habit of throwing 
burdens of responsibility upon one’s rela- 
tions, friends, or mere neighbors.

Clubwomen Want More Signs on the 
Trains—Think Guards Careless. 


Several practical @uggestions as to need- 
ed improvements in the Subway were pro- 
posed to the Public Service Commission 
yesterday by a delegation of women rep- 
resenting the New York City Federation 
of Women’s Clubs. Mrs. Robert Francis 
Cartwright, Chairman of the federation, 
and also Chairman of the organization's 
Public Safety Committee, headed the dele- 
gation, and with her were Mrs. Eoware | 
McNutt, Mrs. Clarence Burns, and Mrs. 
John Griesel. Thgy brought with them 
coples of resolutions which had been 
passed by their organization, and they 
told Commissioner Willcox that the Com- 
mittee on Public Safety consisted of forty 
leading club women, and that they rep- 
resented 60,000 members of the federa- 
tion. 

One of the resolutions asked that there 
be attached to the front of each train 
in the Subway a sign similar to, but larger 
than, that displayed on the front of each 
elevated train, stating its destination. 
They also asked that destination signs 
be installed in the front side windows of 
each car instead of in every other car 
aS at present. They told Commissioner 
Willcox’ that the guards are often too 
busy to answer questions, and that delay 
and much trouble are often caused, par- 
ticularly to strangers in the city, through 
the lack of sufficient signs, as the colored 
signal lights at the head of the train 
mean nothing to persons unacquainted 
with the Subway. 

Another thing the women asked for was 
that there should be placed in each car 
a printed list of the stations on the line, 
the local stations in black and the ex- 
press stations in red, with the cross 
Streets at which the stations are located 
clearly indicated where the name of the 
Stations did not state it. They declared 
that this plan had worked to great ad- 
vaniage in London. They also proposed 
that there should be installed in each car 
an electric annunciator, which would des- 
ignate, as the train left one station, the 
next station at which it would stop. 


The resolutions state that the guards’ 
admonition to “Step lively!” “ Be care- 
ful of the step!" are not sufficient pre- 
caution against accidents,

A New Production at the Metro- 
politan Opera House of a 
German Success. 


OPERA’S THRILLING CLOSE 


A First Act That Tries Patience of Au- 
dience—Mme. Destinn, Messrs. Fein- 
hals and Schmedes in Leading Parts.

The first new opera this season was 
produced at the Metropolitan Opera House 
last evening. It was Eugen d’Albert’s 
* Tefland,” one of the operas that have 
had most success recently in Germany, 
and its production has been one of the 


ambitious undertakings of the new man- | before thé stronger and more effective the re 


agement. The audience to hear this new 
production was not very much larger than 
the subscription, and the reception of the 
work after the first act was not enthu- 
silastic. A large demand is made on the 
patience of the listeners by the form in 
which the opera is cast, the introductory 
scene and the first act, connected by an 
orchestral interlude, lasting an hour and 
a half without a respite. The second act 
contains by far the most vivid and dra- 
matic scenes, and forms a veritable climax 
of the opera. It is one of the most pro- 
foundly moving, even throlling, perorations 
that modern opera can show, and it made 
a deep effect. It is in one way a mis- 
fortune that this comes at a period of 


the evening when the Metropolitan audi- | 


ence is getting ready to go home, and its 
applause is limited in volume by this fact. 

With the exception of ‘‘Salome’’ and 
“ Hansel und Gretel,” ‘* Tiefland’”’ is the 
only important post-Wagnerian German 
opera that has been heard in New York 
for a considerable period. This is in 
sharp contrast with the number of newer 
Italian and French operas_ presented in 
the same length of time. No doubt the 
conditions that have prevailed at the 
Metropolitan Opera House are partly re- 
sponsible for this. But the fact is in 
great measure to be explained by the 
comparative poverty of the present-day 
operatic output of Germany, whose dra- 
matic composers have been oppressed by 
the weight of the Wagnerian tradition. 
Seeking to bend the bow of Ulysses, they 
have been unable to accomplish it, and 
have only gradually come to apply them- 
selves to tasks more nearly within their 

owers. The Italians at the 

ave succecded in developing a fresher 

and more original manner, one that is 
truly their own, and the best of the young 
Italians have had some things to say, 
even if not altogether original, and have 
said them in a way that the public has 
liked. 

The same can be said of d’Albert’s 
“Tiefland.”” It is not an epoch-making 
work, but it is a vigorous and striking 
dramatic production, with a vein of poetic 
fancy through it; an opera that has in 
places, if not throughout its extent, 
strong interest with an abundance of 
musical ideas, presented with accom- 
plished skill. ‘ Tiefland”’ is primarily a 
drama. The niusic is deliberately made 
to enhance the dramaiic values of the 
piece, the motives of the characters, the 
power of the situations. Only in a few 
climaxes, and in the orchestral prelude 
and interlude between the introductory 
scene and the first act, does the music 
claim the predominating place. Yet here 
and throughout it is truly dramatic, and 
ft is felt, not as an intruder, but as an 
essential factor of the whole. 

There is something in the title symboli- 
cal of the purity of the mountain heights 
as contrasted with the meaner doings o 
the lowlands—which dwellers in the low- 
lands will not be ready to admit—and the 
drama expounds the uplifting force of 
that purity and strength upon the fallen. 
It sets forth the transformation of a 
simple and unsuspecting peasant into a 
fierce defender of his honor; the working 
through it of an ardent and ideal love: 
the transformation of a wretched wo- 
man’s disdain of one whom she regards 
as a credulous lout without a sense of 
honor into surrender to the power of 
that love. 

The story is skillfully developed, not 
without some of the traditional apparatus 
of opera, &nd its management at the close 
is especially fine. The prelude shows the 
shepherd on his mountain peak, telling of 
his yearnings for a woman's love, which 
are immediately fulfilled by the coming 
of the master, Sebastiano, with a bride 
for him, and the arrangements for his 
marriage. The first act shows the mill, 
which is to come to Pedro with his wife, 
wherein are a trio of gossiping and mis- 
chief-making village maidens, chattering 
and hinting of the scandal of Marta’s life. 
Then are geen Marta alone, lamenting her 
lot; Tcmmaso, a conventionally operatic 
old man, whose function is to be Marta’s 
confidant and to protest against Se- 
bastiano’s malign plans; Pedro, come to 
claim ils bride, puzzled by the mockery 
of the village folk; Sebastiano’s disclos- 
ure to Marta of his wicked purposes in 
her regerd; the departure of the wedding 
caged and its return, and Pedro's spurning 
y his bride. 

In the second act there is the sombre 
awakening of the couple, the coming of 
Tommaso, to whom Marta now reveals 
her wretched story as of one more sinned 
against than sinning, acknowledging the 
change that has come into her heart to- 
ward her husband, who will rescue her 
from her misery.

From then 
on desire is in the ascendant, and ae 
she struggles to be free, and calls on the 
Virgin for assistance, it obsesses her com- 
pletely. Finally in the presence of the 
man she loves restraint is thrown to the 
winds, the floodgate of passion is opened, 
and in a wild, tumultuous, overpowering 
frenzy, she leaps forward and pressts a 
kiss upon his lips. Then follows an ex- 
hibition of writhing and pitching and toss- 
ing that is not pretty, and is not the 
sort of thing that is likely to appeal. But 
it is amazing in its complete abandon- 
ment to and expression of a big over- 
whelming phase of passion. It is, in fact, 
very like an epileptic spell. 

From this moment on horrors head 
horrors accumulate, Colakas lost no time 
in taking advantage of the love offered to 
him so violently, but the girl's ardor has 
cooled, and Ninu, her betrothed, learns 
of what has happened. He calls for 
vengeance, meets Cola in the street, and, 
while the villagers vainly try to keep 
the men apart, they prepare for a duel 
to the death: Compared to this fight, the 
familiar melodrama exhibits are tame, in- 
deed. The men rush at each other like 
infuriated beasts, until finally, with a sav- 
age leap, Ninu seizes a razor and with one 
stroke finishes his. victim. Gruesome 
seems almost too mild a word to describe 
what baffles all description. Whether 
New York will like it or not remains to 
be seen. Last night’s audience was cer- 
tainly impressed. Also it may be said 
that many were amazed and horrified.

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t- TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 

London Again Selling. 
There was not quite such a heavy break 
at the opening as many traders had 

ed in view of Saturday’s weakness. 
The fractional declines generally recorded 
were attributed in a large measure to the 
gelling for foreign account. Arbitrage 
brokers estimated that London sold 30,000 
shares or upward in the first hour, but 
this was not followed by much local 
Hquidation. Room traders sold some 
stocks, but the eommission houses, in 
many cases, were advising their cus- 
tomers to buy on the reaction. This ad- 
vice was followed in some instances by 
the semi-professional element, but the 
public did not seem inclined to do much. 
There was considerable short covering 
after the initial recessions, which ad- 
vanced the leading shares moderately, but 
the rice was accompanied by a notable 
lack of emthusiasm. Many had come to 
the conclusion that the market had set- 
tled back into a traders’ rut. and de- 
cided to gauge their commitments ac- 
cordingly, buying on the dips and selling 
out on the rally, being satisfied with 
small profits. The familiar proceeding of 
marking up some of the specialties was 
‘again witnessed, but these did not at- 
tract much of a following. There are 
many who believe that the continuous 
selling by London represents, in no small 
measure, liquidation for the account of 
local financial interests. Proof or dls- 
proof of such-a theory is hard to obtain.

Tariff Discussion. 


Publication in more detail of what pur- 
ported to be extracts from Andrew 
Carnegie’s forthcoming magazine article, 
im which he advocates free steel, at- 
tracted a good deal of attention and set 
Wall Street to discussing anew the pros- 
pects of tariff revision and its possible 
influence on industry. Many took the 
vetw that if Mr. Carnegie thought that 
the steel interests no longer needed pro- 
‘tection, he had good ground for believing 
that a tariff reduction would not seri- 
ously interfere with the earnings of the 
United States Steel Corporation. If the 
Steel Corporation could stand a reduc- 
tton, they argue, most every other in- 
@ustry could also. Commenting on Mr. 
Carnegie’s alleged views, one cynical 
trader remarked! ‘‘Mr. Carnegie, I be- 
lieve, has made his fortune and has 
turned philanthropist. His holdings in 
the United States Steel Corporation are 
also, I believe, confined to first mortgage 
bends. Obviously he has nothing to 
fear.” Many others reasoned similarly. 


Odd-Lot Buying. 

The odd-lot buyer has not entirely dis- 
appeared from the market, if stories re- 
lated by some of the commission houses 
be true. Within a week one house which 
does not make a specialty of odd lots, 
but has extensive wire connections, is 
seid to have purchased nearly $1,000,000 
of stocks in odd lots for customers, which 
were taken out of the market. If all the 
houses were buying at that rate, the sup- 
Ply ‘of stooks would very soon be insufft- 
cient to go around. Traders generally re- 
garded that as an exceptional case, as it 
has been the almost universal comment 
that outside buying has been dwindling 
to @ minimum since the break in prices 
began last week, There are, of course, 
many who missed their market on the 
previous rise, and were waiting for a 
reaction to get in, and some of these 
have taken advantage of it. The practice, 
however, seems to have been by no means 
common.

New Incentive Needed, 

“ ‘What we need is a new incentive be- 
fore. we get another bull movement,” 
remarked an experienced operator. 
“ Whether or not that incentive ‘will come 
in the shape of an early announcement 
of the Harriman plans, I do not know. 
But the market has gone stale and needs 
something of that sort to revive interest. 
Until we get it, I do not think that we 
will have a very lively market.”” Many 
others were of the same opinion, though 
they were by no means certain that an- 
nouncement of the Harriman plans would 
be made in the near future. Some thought 
that both the Southern Pacific preferred 
retirement proposition and any other 
project which might be under considera- 
tion, would be indefinitely postponed. It 
was the consensus of opinion that, should 
these be announced soon, the market 
would enjoy a resumption of the upward 
movement in a broad way, but in their 
absence few were found willing to predict 
just what would be the result.

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MATCH TRUST CUTS 
ITS DIVIDEND RATE 


Reduction from 10 to 8 Per Cent. 
to Enable Company to Meet 
Maturing Obligations. 


YEARLY SAVING OF $320,000 


Trust Has Paid 10 Per Cent. Since Its 
Organization In 1889 — Outlook 
Good, President Says. 


The Diamond Match Conrpany, the so- 
called Match Trust, announced yesterday 
an important change in its dividend pol- 
icy, as a result of which the annual rate 
will be cut from 10 per cent. to 8 per 
cent., and a considerable amount of the 
company’s profits will hereafter be used 
to meet maturing capital obligations. In 
this way, the Directors of the company 
decided at a meeting last Friday, the best 
interests of the company and its stockhold- 
ers will be served. The dividend for the 
current quarter has not been affected by 
the new policy, the full quarterly dividend 
of 2% per cent. having been declared on 
Friday ‘ast, payable Dec. 15, 

Figures laid before the Directors at 
their recent meeting showed that were the 
company to continue dividends at the rate 
of 10 per cent., it would need for the next 
four years, to pay dividends and to meet 

| maturing obligations, annual net profits 
of $2,412,500, which is about $100,000 more 
than the largest earnings that the com- 
pany has ever made in one year. The 
chief of the maturing obligations are 
$2,000,000 of notes which were put out last 
July, payable in annual installments of 
$500,000, and the payments which have to 
be made in keeping with the agreements 
covering the purchase of lumber lands in 
California from the Sierra Lumber Com 
pany and Bryant & May, Limited. These 
obligations, principal and interest, will 
call for the payment annually for the next 
four years of about $812,500. Further- 
more, there may be further expenditures 
for increased facilities, including the cost 
of completing the $450,000 extension to the 
plant at Barbeton, Ohio, work on which 
was begun last Spring. 

The Diamond Match Company since its 
organization in 1889 has paid annual divi- 
dends of 10 per cent. Its present out- 
standing capital stock is $16,000,000, the 
reduction fn the dividend on which from 
10 per cent. to 8 per cent. will effect an 
annual reduction of $820,000, The net 
profits for the current year, President 
oO. C. Barbour says in his circular to the 
stockholders, are expected to be about 
$1,900,000, and the outlook for 1900, he 
says, seems gratifying, particularly as 
there has been a marked improvement in 
the lumber situation in California during 
the last thirty days. 

In the past the company has provided 
for the purchase of additional property 
and for the erection of new or enlarged 
plants by issues of capital stock, but from 
now on it is the purpose of the Directors 
to provide at least a part of the funds 
needed for these purposes-and for the re- 
duction of capital obligations out of sur- 
plus earnings instead of through the sale 
of additiona! capital stock. 

President Barbour concludes his circular 
with this statement: 

“Inasmuch as this policy has been defi- 
nitely decided upon, it seems proper that 
the shareholders of the company should 
forthwith be informed.”

RUBBER SHARES IN FRANCE. 


The United States Company’s Stock 
Now Officially Listed There. 


Officials of the United States Rubber 
Company received cable. advices from 
Paris yesterday of the granting by the 
French authorities of the company’s ap- 
plication for an official introduction into 
France of its ‘ bearer certificates,” rep- 
resenting 50,000 shares of the first pre- 
ferred stock of the United States Rubber 
Company. 

The French public is accustomed to in- 
vest in securities in sma@fl denominations, 


In selling foreign securities in France it 
has been found desirable to conform to 
this custom by an arrangement under 
which the certificates of stock are depos- 
ited with a trust company, which in turn 
issues against such stock deposit ‘* bearer 
certificates,” the text of these certificates 
being in French and English. Dupont & 
Furlaud of Paris have arranged to deposit 
from time to time with .the Bankers 
Trust Company in New York certificates 
for the first preferred stock of the United 
States Rubber Company, against which 
the Bankers’ Trust Company will issue 
bearer certificates up to a total of 50,000 
shares, It is these bearer certificates 
which have now been introduced into the 
French market.

Many Wall Street Firms Offered to 
Take the Whole Issue, but Their 
Bids Were Too Low. 


Of the $12,500,000 of city bonds sold 
yesterday by Controller Metz, at an aver- 
age price of close to 102.50, the banking 
firm of Speyer & Co. will get nearly if 
not quite half. The sale was one of the 
best the city has ever held, both in the 
number of bids received and in the price 
obtaiped—two factors which led Controller 
Metz to declare emphatically that the city 
was far from bankrupt, and that the 
‘knockers’? had better take a “ back 
seat.”’

Wall Street Firms Get Little. 


One of the remarkable things about the 
sale was the number of Wall Street firms 
whieh offered to take all of the bonds, 
but which will not get any, or at most a 
very small allotment. J. & W. Seligman 


offered to purchase the whole issue at 
101.77, but will get no bonds. Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. offered 101.81 for the whole issue, 
but, apparently, will not get more than 
10,000. William Salomon & Co. bid for 
11,000,000 worth at prices between 101.514 
and 102.264, and will get $1,000,000. 

Fisk & Robinson offered 101.511 for all 
or any part of the issue, and 102.131 for 
all or none. At nearly every sale in re- 
cent years these. firms have succeeded in 
getting a fair share of the sureties of- 
fered. The tenders of W. A. Read & Co. 
totaled $9,000,000, the prices running from 
102.56 to 101.87. Two of that firm's high 
bids will apparently be accepted. There 
was no'bid from J. P. Morgan & Co. 
Controller Metz said after the sale was 
over: 

“The result of to-day's sale justifies 
everything I have said when I have main- 
tained that the city is not bankrupt and 
never will be bankrupt. Some of these 
muckrakers—I don’t want to mention any 
names—who have been coming out with 
long statements to the effect that this ad- 
ministration has been extravagant and 
has been running ahead of the city’s re- 
sources. can now take a back seat.

Mayor George A. Hibbard of Boston told 


the City Club at its annual meeting last 
night some of the many ways a city gives 
away its money to corporate and private 
interests without a hope of return, or a 
reason for its generosity. Controller Metz 


followed in an address in which he told 


of his successful though unpopular efforts 


to curtail departmental expense, keep 


down the budget, and reorganize the city’s 


business systems. 


They were followed by 


Lincoln Steffens, who talked along the 


lines of city reforms. 

About seventy-five members of the City 
Club listened to the speakers and took 
part in a business meeting which pre- 
ceded the open meeting. Mayor Hibbard 
told something of the conditions to be 
faced in Boston and of the fight that is 
being made there for a reduction of un- 
necessary expenses. He pointed out that 
the chief trouble in bringing about a 
change in the financial system of a city 
is the lack of popular interest. All are 
cognizant of an increase in the tax rate, 
he said, but a debt increase passes gen- 
eral comprehension. He said in part: 


“Of our general yearly expenditures, |

“She was a Christian, and he was a 
Jew. For that reason, and because of 
his prominence in Hebrew charities, their 
marriage was kept secret. Their married 
life together, however, covered a period 
ot many years. Mr. Rosenwald introduced 
my client to trusted friends as his wife. 

“They, however, took the name of Mr.
